W e a greed.. Indeed we informed 
him that he should bnv e spoken about it 
beforo, and it would hav e ended long 
since.

Many 
weeks ago we wrote an editorial an canal 
matters a nd used the words “ recent in­ 
terv iew ” with engineers. but the matter 
was crowded out from time to time but 
during our recent illness, among other 
prev iously prepared editorials, that was 
sent to the printers and published w ith­ 
out the word “ recent” being stricken out. 
The Sun takes adv antage of this triv ial 
affair to again open war on 
T h e T e l e 


g r a p h . There should be no quarrel be 
tween us on the canal matter, and we 
can only acconnt for the Sun’s ungracious 
grumble on the score of jealousy . 
The 
Sun seems to Lav e an idea that we had 
no right to giv e a full and clear account 
of the different canal routes that hav e 
been surv ey ed. 
It clearly intim ates that 
all canal information must come through 
its columns. The editor of the Sun indeed 
appears to hav e, according to his own 
statements, 
“ confidential” communica* 
tion with the War Department of this 
great gov ernment. 
Here is the simple and 
modest manner in which the Sun imparts 
the startling information that it has access 
to the secret papers of the Secretary of 
War: 
“ The editor of The Sun has been shown 
a detailed statement, but as the figures 
are confidential, until published by the 
war department, we are asked to confine 
our sta tement to general results or tota l.” 
This would be more startling were it 
not for the fact that the “ general results 
or tota ls” giv en in said editorial were the 
same that the secretary of War had a l­ 
ready sent to congress. 
In fact these 
secret “ totals” as well as all the minutia 
of the Secretary of War’s report had been 
published in all the newspapers of the 
country sev eral day s before the Sun 
giv es them as a great secret, alone pos­ 
sessed by that paper. 
But the editor 
goes right on with the great secret that 
“ The Sun has been shown a detailed 
statement, co nfid entia l, until published by 
the war department,” etc. 
We might 
confess that here is a noble sacrifice on 
the part of the Sun; it will not betray the 
confidence of some one who has full sway 
in the War Department. 
It will only 
publish the totals; but, alas, for human 
frailty ; these “ totals” of tin t wonderful 
secret only known by the War Depart­ 
ment and the Sun, had all been published 
two day s before the great secret was pro­ 
mulgated by the editor. 
In giv ing these 
secrets of the War Department, only in 
“ totals,” the Sun takes the liberty to say 
that “ The editor of T h e 
T e l e g r a p h 
makes great pretense to Hennepin honors 
where no honors are due!” 
The great 
honor that w’orrics the Sun and its friend 
with the secrets of the War Department 
were simply that of stating that we had 
conv ersed w ith an engineer. 
Perhaps it 
is a great honor and a wonderful priv ilege 
to talk with an engineer! 
We were not

And now what' 
shall we say of the “ pretense” of the Sun?

Such things hav e been done before.

district conv ention would be a most tame 
affair, only a “ ratification” meeting, at 
the bes:. 
Howev er, some peoplo like to 
go to conv entions and probably there 
would be objection to doing away with 
the district conv ention. 
If Lee were to 
squabble and fa il to agree, to be sure a 
district conv ention would be a necessity . 
But there is not the slightest danger of a 
disagreement, since a disagreement might 
mean the throwing of one of the offices 
to W hiteside.

Pontiac, Illinois, valued at $50,000 or more, 
was, Monday, burned to the ground, with 
several minor buildings. 
The N. O. Nelson Manufacturing company 
of S t Louis, offers to divide its profits with 
its employes, after deducting 7 per cent in­ 
terest on the actual capital invested. 
The remains of Milton Fisher, an aged 
citizen of Columbus, Ohio, are to be taken 
to Pittsburg for cremation, the ashes to 
be placed under the footstone of his wife’s 
grava 
The Pacific roads now sell first-class lim­ 
ited tickets from Chicago to Han Francisco 
or Los Angeles for $34.50, with a rebate of 
$5 at the western terminus.

GLADSTONE’S ALLEGED SCHEME. 


W h ic h , H o w e v e r the tfra n d O ld M an-nger 
Rep u d iates. 


L ondon, March 10.—The Standard says: 
“It is supposed that Mr. Gladstone's scheme 
for the government of Ireland proposes 
the 
establishment 
of 
a single-chamber 
parliament at Dublin, and embodies the 
principle 
of 
minority 
representation. 
Ireland w ill continue to send m embers to 
Westminster, not in proportion to her popula­ 
tion, but in projx>rtion to her contribution 
to the imperial revenue. 
Under this scheme 
there w ill probably l>o thirty mombers of 
parliament. 
The polieo are to be disarmed 
and to be under the control of the govern­ 
ment at Dublin. 
F.iovisiou is made for the 
use of the imperial forces when needed for 
the security of life and property. 
Tho gov­ 
ernment at Dublin w ill not have power to 
impose duties on British goods, to treat with 
foreign powers, to employ the revenue of 
the country for tho endowment of any re­ 
ligious hotly, or to pass measures impairing 
the validity of contracts. 
M. Gladstone authorizes tho statement 
that 1 o w ill lake no notice whatever of the 
various alleged versions of his homo rulo 
plans, all of which aro equally ridiculous 
and w ithout foundation. 
It. is hoj»ed that 
Mr. Gladstone w ill lay his statoinont of pro- 
granuir* before the hotee of commons on 
Monday next. 
It is hinted in political circles that Glad­ 
stone has had certain alleged schemes pub­ 
lished so that ho could get public opinion on 
them 
This is asserted to be a favorite plan 
of his.
